—The Illinois Supreme Court to- 
day denied a rehearing of its nul- 
lification of the county assessment 
supervisor act_ 


The court's action probably will 


mean a new assessment of prop- 
erty to avoid a tax muddle in most 
of the state. 


Ernest C. Marohn. acting stato 


revenue director, said his depart- 
ment will have a final decision on 
the next step in a few days. How- 
ever, he said, a reassessment of 
property "seems to b« the only 
procedure" open. 
' 


ReaaMMments Likely 


The department has the power 


to order such a reassessment. 


The invalidated law, passed In 


1949, applied to all counties ex- 
cept Cook and St. Clair. The 
supervisors appointed under th« 
act made the 1P50 assessments— 
the basis for property tax collec» 
tlons next year. 


Tax officials said the assess- 


ments are illegal because they 
wer« made under an unconstitu- 
tional act. 


The Supreme Court 
declared 


the law invalid in September. The 
effect of its decision was held up 
pending disposal of the rehearing 
petition filed by Attorney General 
Ivan Elliott.

assessments, 
many 


schools and some other governing 
bodies have been unable- to sell 
their 1950 tax anticipation war- 
rants.

Sen. Robert A. Taft for President 


Out of the national election this week has emerged the 


Republican partv's candidate for president in 1952. He is 


- Senator Robert A. Taft. whose smashing victor*.' in Ohio has 


demonstrated that if the Republicans are to win the presi- 
; dency after 20 years of exile, they must make him their 
" standard-bearer. 


Mr_ Taft not only retained his seat in the senate. Almost 


singlehanded. he put to rout a coalition of labor leaders who 
conducted a campaign of misrepresentation and vilification 
against >iim, in an effort to prove that if members of con- 
f-ress hope to retain their seats, they must submit to the 
domination of the big labor bosses. 


Thev represented a challenge that Mr. Taft accepted. 


He did not try to dodge it. He had faith in the good judg- 
ment of the people to recognize, in the attempt made to de- 
feat him. a purpose to make the government of the United 
States bow the knee to labor leaders like Wdham Green of 
AFX,. Philip Murray of CIO. and John L. Lewis of the miners 
union. If he was ever advised not to step on the toes of 
these men, he rejected the advice. 


Mr. Taft declared that the labor-management law that 


bears his name was not an anti-labor measure. He drove 
home the fact that when he, as an honest and conscientious 
legislator, sought to improve it, he failed because the labor 
bosses and the White House wanted it unchanged as a 
cam- 


paign issue on which they thought they could win. He was 
confident all along that his assailants did not truly represent 
the attitude of the rank and file of •the union workers, and 
the voting proved he was right. Courageous in a situation 
ha which many would have yielded, he won the support of 
the workers, and of many Democrats who resented the rape 
of their party by the labor committee that had taken it over. 


When he last ran for the senate, in 1944. Mr. Taft's ma- 


jority was about 17.000. This week he won by 430,879. and 
carried 84 of 88 counties in Ohio, including highly industrial- 
ized counties in which union workers constitute a large ele- 
ment in the voting population. For him to have won at all 
would have demonstrated his courage and intellectual 
hon- 


esty. To win by so overwhelming a margin was an accom 
plishment without a parallel in political history. The sig- 
nificance of his victory is that he met the labor leaders head- 
on, and demonstrated they could not control the votes of 
their members. 


During his career in the senate Mr. Taft has won recog- 


f nition. even from his political foes, as its ablest and most 


conscientious member. He has been his party's policy-maker 
in the senate. He is not a pussy-footer or a middle-of-the- 
road man. There is no trace of me-tooism in his makeup. At- 


. tempts to brand him as a reactionary have failed. He is. in 


the best sense of the word, a liberal who has the welfare of 


• the people at heart. 


His position on international relations is one that merits 


adoption as Republican policy, in that it recognizes the re- 
sponsibility of the United States to accept leadership in the 
cause of peace, but not to the extent of endangering its own 
security. He has emphasized that agreements reached al 
Yalta and Potsdam "put the Russians in Berlin. Prague and 
Korea, in positions from which they threaten the safety anc 
security of the world and of the American people " He has 
assailed the pro-Communist policy of the state department 
which permitted the Communists to take over all of China, 
and "almost invited them to invade South Korea." The re- 
sult of the election shows that Mr. Taft's views on foreign 
policy are shared by the American people as being sound. 


In the light of Mr. Taft's tremendous vote of confidence 


given him by the people of Ohio, he is entitled to the Repub- 
lican nomination for president in 1952 as the one who is best 
qualified to lead his party to victory.—Standard-Times
